RE: Budget Adjustment Ordinances G306-0/ 


In accordance with the City's Budget Adjustment Policy, requests” for budget 
adjustments must be submitted to the Controller's office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached are two ordinances detailing those 
requests submitted by June 1. They have been approved by the respective Division 
Head, the Controller, and the Mayor. 


1. Transfers within departments 
a. The Solid Waste Dept. requests moving $20,000 from the 4400 series 
to the 4300. This amount was budgeted in the 4400's to purchase 
composting equipment. This purchase will now be made with funds 
provided by the Allen Co. Solid Waste District and a matching IDEM 
grant. The City's funds are needed to pay for the cleanup of 
illegally dumped freon appliances. 


b. The Economic Development Dept. requests moving $2,700 from the 4300 
series (administrative services pool line) to the 4400 series. This 
will allow the dept. to replace a computer that recently crashed. 


c. The City Clerk's office requests moving $1,000 from the 4300 series 
to the 4400 series to purchase computer equipment. 

d. The Mayor's office requests moving $3,000 from the 4100 series to 
the 4300 series. This allows the dept. to cover administrative 
services pool charges, for temporary help needed due to open 
position. 

e. The Park Dept. requests moving $57,300 from the 4100 series to the 


4300 series. Two positions are vacant due to retirements. They are 
reducing crew sizes, and wish to use these funds to contract out for 


tree pruning. 


2. Additional Appropriations 
a. The IAM agreement called for members to receive a $450 bonus on 7-1- 
93. This amount was not appropriated in the 93 budget. Sixteen 


departments request an additional appropriation totaling $84,885. 
This amount is available in the fund balance carried over from 1992, 
since IAM raises were not paid in 1992. 


b. An additional appropriation of $48,677 is being requested for the 
Parking Control budget in the 4100 series. The approved 93 budget 
was based on 3 positions in parking control. It has since been the 
decision of the Mayor and others to maintain the current level of 5 
parking control officers. There is sufficient fund balance in the 
Parking Administration Fund for this appropriation. 


c. The Parking Control dept. also requests an additional appropriation 
of $23,422 in the 4400 series. The additional monies will allow the 
purchase of 100 additional meters and to replace 100 meters lost due 
to theft or destruction. Sufficient fund balance plus additional 
meter revenue will fund this appropriation. 


d. The Traffic Engineering is requesting an additional appropriation in 
the 4400 series in the amount of $45,000. There is a severe problem 
with the roof at the Sign Shop, 1710 S...-Lafayette. This 
appropriation from the LR & S fund will allow immediate correction 


of this problem.
